POLICE OFFICIAL ANGRY 
WITH MAGISTRATE. 


“Tf you want to know the, time 
ask a policeman’—but don’t tip 
him. ; : 

As suggested by the words of 
the old song we ask the policeman 
many things. Generally a courte- 
ous reply is fortheominng and a 
desire to reward him seems ‘natur- 
al, but some sharp "criticisms of 
the practice are made by Sir 
Leonard Dunning, His Magisty’s 
Inspector af Constabulary, in, his 
annual report. ; 

Sir Leonard  saysi—Let “the 
average man who thinks it muturad 
to tip poligeman who has done his 
duty. or Who hos done some act 
of kindness or courtesy made pos- 
gible by his being a policeman, put 
himself in the other man’s position 
and imagine what his own feclings 
would be. 

Sir Teonard Dunning takes Mr.; 
Cecil Chapman, the retired Metro- 
politan Police Magistrate, to task 
for his statement that “If a police- 
man brings’ my wandering dog 
home to me I like to reward him 


‘}and am rather burt if he refuses 


to receive, it.” 

Where; asks: Sir Leonard, does 

he draw. hig line of social demar- 
cation between those whose feel- 
ings he will hurt to save. his own 
and those feelings he respects? 
' He would not offer half a crown 
if his dog had been brought back 
by the curate of his church or 
the cashier of his bank. | Why 
does he put. them above and the 
policeman below the line? Why 
should the policeman be thought 
incapable of the wish to help and 
oblige for the mere pleasure of 
service to others? wh 

If it can» be established as a 
tradition of the service ‘that a 
policeman docs not ticcept person- 
al payment for any service he ren- 
ders, great or small, inside or out- 
side the strict limits of his duty, 
his position in -public esteein will 
reach its proper level. ; 

In a reference to the problem 
of road traffic, Sir Leonard says 
he wag atill inclined to think that 
at all events in country. districts 
the necessity for police control 
was exaggerated. It 
“Stop. “Do what I tell you, or you 
will run the risk of prosecution or

LONDON BLACKSMITHS AND 
CHINA TRADE, 


How many Londoners know 
that blacksmiths in the centre of 
London aro threatened with. tho 
extinction of one of thelr chief 
sources of reyonue by the trouble 


In China? asks the Morning Post | 


(London). 

A tour of the blacksmiths’ 
forges within a radius of a few 
miles of St. Paul's Cathedral re- 
vealed the fact that whereas, some 
time ago, all the blacksmiths sold 
their disearded horseshoes ° to 
dealers who sent them to China, 
this commette’ has now ceased 
owing to the boycott. The result 
is that many = blacksmiths have 
large quantities of serap metal 
and horeshoes they are unable to 
dispose of, 


None of the blacksmiths was’ 


able to explain what the Chinese 
did with the horseshoes 
trade was confined to Chinese 
ports, A Morning Posi repreacn- 
tative, therefore, asked ‘Mr. God- 
frev Isaaca, one of the chief deal- 
ers in disused horgeshoes, for an 
explanation. 

He! explained that tho" Chinese 
wore willing to pay higher prices 
for old horseshocs than were ob- 
tainable in this country. Evor 
since the trouble began in China, 
however, dealers were unable to 
obtain British ships willing to 
carry the metal, owing to the re- 
fusal of the Chinese’ to tinload 
British cargoes. 

Blacksmiths are now forecd to 
aell their serap in the home mar- 
ket for low priecs or allow their 
forges to become encumbered with 
many tons of serap iron. ;
